DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1 . Claims 6-10 and 22 are pending. 

Applicant's amendment filed July 21, 2008 is acknowledged, and applicants' response 
has been fully considered. Therefore, claims 6-10 and 22 are examined.

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The following 
reference appears to be related to the claimed invention. Chrysler et al. (WO 98/26059) disclose 
isolation of |3-secretase from human 293 cells, and a screening assay for identification of |3- 
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secretase inhibitors shows that |3-secretase is not inhibited by common inhibitors of serine, 
cysteine, aspartyl and metalloproteases. Furthermore, the art does not describe any heptapeptide 
that contains statine is a |3-secretase inhibitor. Therefore, the claims are allowable over the art 
of record.
